CS jundly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting: Foraſ- 
much as, Weby Our Proclamation ofthe Date the twenty eight day of March 
laſt bypaſt, cid for the Cauſes therein-ſpecified Adjourn the preſent Current 
Aſſembly of this Church to the eleventh day of F#ly inftant , And teing the 
Meeting and Continuing of this preſent Scfſion of Parliament forſo long a 
time together with Our Abſence in ©larders, and ſeveral other Reaſons, do. 
oblige us to continue the ſaid Adjournment from the ſaid Eleventh of July in- 
ftant,tothe twenty of November next tocome; Therefore We with Advice of 
the Lords of Our Privy Gouncil, do hereby Adjourn theſaid General Aſſembly 
until the ſaid twenty day of November next to come,appointing the ſame to meet 
at that time at Edi-burgh,and requiring all the Members of the Aſſembly to ats 
tend that day, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We charge you ſtriftly,and 
Command, that incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat.Croſs 
of Edinburgh, and whole other Mercat-Croſſes of the Head: Burghs of the 
ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, 
make Publication hereof, that none may pretend ignorance: And Ordains 
theſe Prefents to be Printed.
